The grant of Self-Government to 
the Indians will be a boon to the rulers as well as to the ruled. |

The spectre of rebellion has appeared again on 
the horizun of Indian politics. This is not the 
first time that this has happened in Indian history. 
Ever since the sepoy mutiny the Anglo-Indian community have been from 
time to time seeing such spectres. Not to speak of the distant past, in tho 
course, of the last few years alone, one can point to the mango-tree smearing 
scare, the arrest of the Natus and the prosecution of Tilak. And yet how 
often have we repeated that rebellion does not thrive on Indian soil. ‘lhis seed. 
of the West cannot germinate in this country. This most mischievous thing 
owes its origin to doubt and mistrust. In spite of the fact that English rule 
has now extended over a century and-a-half, the English cannot trust the natives 
of this country. ‘The Government is zradually getting more and more out of 
touch with the people. It has absolutely no desire to have any concern with 
the sentiments of the natives, with the aspirations and ambitions of the 
voiceless masses. Ignorance is the source of many mischiefs, and in darkness. 
one sees many spectres. The mildest breeze blowing on the immense sea of 
the Indian population startles the Gcvernment into the adoption of the most 
violent remedies, which cannot but create the greatest amount of disquiet in 
the country. This is the inevitable result of doubt and distrust. 


This time the darkest cloud has appeared in the sky of Bengal’s fortunes. 
Many are in the greatest anxiety as to where and on what pretext the thunder- 
bolt will fall on the heads of the Bengalis, No one except the all-disposing 
Providence can say what a tremendous storm is blowing over the head of 
Bengal. Bengalis have lost their happiness and peace of mind from the day the 
partition proporals were first made public. 


The Swadeshi agitation owes its origin to the consciousness: which has been 
now forced on the public mind in this country that without a greater share of 
attention from the English public to the administration of India, there is no 
chance of any change taking place in the present illiteral and crooked policy 
of Government. It is with this idea, and not from any hostility to the 
British Government that the leaders of this country took up the Swadesh 
agitation. | | 

The Pioneer, of Allahabad, recently called attention to a broad sheet which 
it said was being circulated in East Bengal and Assam. The shameful innuendo 
directed against the educated classes of Bengal in which the Pioneer has 
indulged in this connection may well be ignored. ‘The educated classes are 
neither fools nor barbarians; if only for the sake of self-interest, they desire 
the continuance of British rule in India. ‘Those who harbour feelings of 
enmity towards the British Government are no friends to the country. 


The Pioneer did not do well to publish a translation of this disgraceful 
leaflet. During a time: of temporary excitement, it is not proper to get upset 
even if some irresponsible person brings out a leaflet like the one in question. 
We are grieved to see the attitude of the Anglo-Indian newspapers. They 
know that the educated classes and the leaders of the country do not approve 
of such writings; that the public at large have no sympathy with them.

We are not going to decide here whether the resignation of the Viceroy 
will be injurious to us or to the Europeans, but there is no doubt the Bengalis 
are much pleased with it. Some papers in England are extolling Lord Curzon 
in high terms. Even His Majesty the King has sent him a message of regret ; 
but Lord Kitchener and many merchants, etc., appear to be happy. No 
doubt the Bengalis feel the partition very keenly, and hope from the ante- 
cedents of Lord Minto that India will enjoy peace and comfort during his 
administration. 

From the telegrams it appears that the partition has not been with 
the consent of the Secretary of State who has only acceded to the Viceroy’s 
request. 

- The Bengalis in their distress held a meeting in the Town Hall in which 
they resolved to give up the use of foreign articles. They are working heart 
and soul to keep their words. Whereever one goes, on roads, railways, 
steamers, etc., one hears nothing but that foreign goods must be eschewed. 
Meetings are being held in every village and by students. Should this spirit 
continue, God willing, crores of rupees would be saved to the country. 

We ask our Behari brethren to give the utmost help to the Bengalis in this 
matter, t.e., to boycott foreign goods as much as possibie and use country- 
made articles. They should not imagine that by the use of home-made articles 
they would be helping the Bengalis; no, they would be helping the cause 
of trade and for the matter oi that India itself. A little thought would show 
at once what will be our gain, and if we persist in our determination for 
& time we shall see how widespread its benefits are.

If the agitators 
had wanted to embarrass the Government they would not have begun with a 
compositors’ strike, as they could have easily hit the Government much harder 
by promoting strikes in other quarters. The real origin of the recent strikes, 
says the Bengalee, must he traced to the spirit of the age, which has made the 
Bengali self-reliant and self-respecting and taught him the value of combination 
and organisation. And that spirit itself has largely been the outcome of the 
Russo-Japanese war, which has demonstrated to the world that the West has not
